“SILVER IN THE NEXT CONGRESS.”’ 

Under this heading we print elsewhere an 
editorialarticle from the Boston Herald to 
which we invite the attention of our readers. 
Our contemporary, however, somewhat mis- 
interpreis the position of Tur ConstTiTuTion 
on the silver question. We have not pur- 
suaded ourselves that “the purchase of $2,- 
000,000 worth of silver bullion a month by 
the government to be coined into silver dol- 
lars is designed to make money more plenti- 
ful and conseqrently cheaper in Georgia.” 
On the contrary, we have never had any 
other idea than that the compulsory coinage 
of silver is simply a temporary expedient 
to be followed in time by more comprehen- 
sive legislation confirming the place ef the 
silver doliar in our currency—a place that it 
held from 1834 to 1873, and, for the greater 
pert of that time ata premium. 

Byt if the compulsory coinage law is to be 
repealed, there must be some compensating 
legislation, otherwise “the few doctrina- 
ries’’ alluded to by the Herald will have 


everything their own way; for the doctrina- . 


ries are the banks, apd the banks, as has 
recently been demonstrated, are exceedingly 
powerful. Does the Herald mean that the 
banks desire silver to have a place in the 
currency on terms of equality with gold? 
Certs niy their attitude cannot be so inter- 
pacted, They maintain that the silver dol- 
lar ie worth only its bullion value, and they 
bave sought by every means in their power, 
through their officers and through their 
orgens, to depreciate and discredit it. And, 
strange to say, they have done this in the 
face of their own repeated assertions that a 
cheap or depreciated silver currency would 
drive out gold. 

Bankers’ Magazine does not agree 
with the Heraid es to the attitude of the 
bepks. That organ says it is the duty of the 
benhes to do as ibey have been doing, name- 
ly, to ‘‘treat the silver currency as an una- 
voidable infliction, to be separated in prac- 
tical business from current money by marked 
@iecrimination."’ This shows what the 
banks are trying todo, The banks are mon-

The Herald will understand that while 
Tux Coxstitution is not of the opinion that 
compulsory coinage is a solution of the 
silver problem, nevertheless, if the 
law is to be repealed, we contend that, in 
the interest of the people, there must ba 
some compensating legislation—such legisla- 
tion, for instance, as shall be the means of 
convincing the democratic secretary of the 
treasury that he is something more than the 
financial sgent and tool of the New York 
clearing house association. 

Our Boston contemporary declares that the 
continued coinage of silver exposes us to the 
danger of silver monometalism. Itis proba- 
ble that this danger is purely imaginary, bat 
silver monometalism is better for the people 
then gold monometalism, and is greatly to 
be preferred. If silver dollars cannot be ob- 
tained for less than gold ones, it would pay 
noone to melt or export the latter, or even to 
hoard it. Today, though the banks have 
used their utmost endeavors to destroy the 
confidence of the people in silver, a silver 
dollar will purchase a gold dollar. 

But the point we started out to emphasize 
is this—that the banks are not powerfal 
enough to control the people in this matter. 
They cannot whip silver. Their effort to 
depreciate it will be recognized by them as 
a boomerang when it is too late, and then 
they will remember that Tux ConstTiTUTION 
told them the truth about the matterand ad- 
vised them to compromise their prejadices 
and notions. The silyer dollar is heré to 
stay. It is on an equality with the gold dol- 
lar so far as its money value is concerned, 
and it will be put on an equality with gold 
so far as coinage is concerned. 


THE MATERIAL FOR THE NEW CAPITOL. 

Our attention has been called to some 
statements that have been made abont the 
material now being used for the new capitol. 
It is stated in an underground way—that is,

It seems that at one 
of the meetings of the League, Editor Mc- 
Lean and his paper, the Enquirer, were dis- 
cussed very freely. It was the sense of the 
meeting, a thinly attended gathering, that 
the Enquirer and its editor were too wicked 
foranything. After alongdebate the Law 
and Order men decided that something must 
be done, and a committee was thereupon 
deputized to write to Editor McLean that he 
was a very bad man and muat reform forth- 
with, and [ also that his paper was a very bad 
paper, and must be thoroughly straightened 
out. The communication was written and 
sent, 

The Lesgue is now awaiting developments.

Mr. Hewrny Mann, an English writer of repute- 
tion, has been studying the conditions of society 
in the New England states. What he says about 
the negro will be read with interest, Mr, Mann 
found the negro in New England “a waiter and 
a hobby.” He is not regarded there as the social 
and political equal of the whites. There are edu- 
cated and wealthy negroes, but no social club 
would entertain for a moment the 
idea of admitting one of them 
to membership, and until rT 
recent date there was never a negro member of 
any New England legislature. Theold and aristo- 
cratic families have their colored coachmen and 
servants, just as their ancestors had slaves, and 
while they would not deny to the negroes the 
right to vote, they would smile at the idea of ad- 
mitting them to their parlors or electing them to 
office. The feeling acainst the negro is nota pre- 
judice; it is a settled conviction that he is an 
inferior and servile being. The New Englander 
thoroughly believes in a white man’s government, 
for himself, and it seemsto Mr. Mann that the 
support given by New England representatives to 
negro domination and misrale in the south was 
inspired by a selfish desire to cripple that section 
of the union, rather than by any sentimental 
purpose to vindicate the equality 
of M rece. Mr. Mann found 
that the negroes of New England were character- 
ized by a lower morality than the whites. Gen- 
erations of freedom had not raised them from the 
inferior level of their race. When an Englishman 
and an abolitionist talks in this way his views and 
conciusions are not to be ignored.

Later he went to Phila- 
delphia, studied law under Benjamin Brewster 
and embarked in a number o/ speculative schemes, 
His most successful enterprise was the purchase 
of a large tract of sandy land in New Jersey. He 
cut this up into twenty acre lots which he sold, 
reserving a portion for himself. He laid 
out a town under peculiar 
conditions. Nota drop of liquor was ever to be 
sold. Every dwelling was to stand back just so 
many feet {rom the sidewalk, and justso many 
trees were to be planted on each side of the street. 
Landis sent egents all over New England with @ne 
stories about this new town, and a crowd of peo- 
ple with money came down and built houses. The 
sandy soil diegusted many, but new settlers came 
in. A handsome city was bailt, 
the soil was heavily fertilized, vineyards and or- 
chards were planted, and Vineland, as it is called, 
gradually grew intothe prettiest place in New 
Jersey. Farms.once supposed to be worthless are 
now highly productive, and the settlers are well 
satisfied. If@few capstalists would follow the 
Landis plan of making a town they would 
have no difficulty in colonizing 
and building upany part of thesouth. The way 
to do it is to secure a good body of land, lay it off 
in small farms, with atown site inthe middle, 
and then get out descriptive pamphlets and circu: 
lars and send eloquent agents through the north 
and west. The scheme has worked well in Florida 
and would be a success in Georgia or any southern 
state.

Now let me tell you, thatin time of hurry and 
excitement, like that which precedes a battle, the 
life of a single man seems of no more value than 
the snap of a finger. There is no time to waste in 
story-telling, and no disposition to sympathize 
with victims, I say this in cold blood now, but 
once upon a time I felt that a drum-head court: 
martial was murder in the first degree. 

You will remember that when Bragg evacuated 
Chattanooga he set a trap for Rosecrans. Rose- 
cranes toek the bait, and the battle of Chickamauga 
wes the result, At that time I was a scout at 
Bragg’s headquarters, and while Rosecrans was 
strung out overa line of country forty miles long, 
each corps isolated and inviting destruction, all 
our scouts were kept busy bringing in news. 

I had been sending in reports from McCook’s 
troops. Dressed asa federal second lieutenant I 
had mingled with various regiments without be- 
ing suspected. The federal army was straining 
every Derve to concentrate, and in the great ex- 
citement andanxiety one would scarcely have 
noticed what sort of a uniform his right-hand 
comrade wore.

base. He was the swiftest and most daring 
base runner on the Atlante nine, as 
well as one of the heaviest and most 
muscular of its players. As Marr caught at 
the ball the second time he came inte collision 
with Henke, His head struck Henke’s side 
with fearful force. Both playeis were stunned, 
but Marr recovered in a moment, and seizing 
the ball which had rolled a few feet away, 
threw it to the pitcher. Henke was lying on 
the ground and wes seen to writhe. It was 
the opimion of the crowd generally that the 

BREATH WAS KNOCKED OUT 
and that he would be allrightin 2 few mo- 
ments. After he had lain prostrate for some 
time, Manager Schmelz carried him to the 
dressing room and substituted “Dummy Dun- 


don” in his place. Henke was brought 
to the Hotel Weinmeister, where he 
boarded, tn a hack and seemed 


considerably botter at night. By midnight, 
however, he became very restless, and the 
doctors began to ay serious internal inju- 
ries. Hewes attended by Drs. Alexander, 
Nicholson and Harris. By daybreak they 
had discovered that his 
LIVER HAD BEEN RUPTURED 
and thet his recovery was almost impossible. 
The eggereg sank steadily all the morning, 
and by two o’clock it was found that all ho 
of remedying his injury would have to 
abandoned. At three oiclock he became un- 
conscious, and at six o’clock he breathed his 
last, The liver had been torn from its 
ligaments and had never ceased to bleed 
since the fatal shock. A telegram was sent to 
the wife ofthe unfortunate man at a late 
hour night before last, telling her of his 
critical condition. She resides in Cincinnati, 
and the dispatch did not reach her until 
yesterday afternoon. A few minutes after 
she had received it, she was handed another 
dispatch telling her of her husband’s death 
and that his remains would be brought at 
once to Cincinnati.

ATLANTA TEAM, 

who were in tears for their unfortunate com- 
rade’s fate, and by a number of friends, who 
had interested themselves in his case, His 
body was taken in charge by the directors of 
the Atlanta Base Ball club and was placed in 
a heavy metalic casket. Mr. H. H. Knowles, 
one of the directors, took the remains in charge 
and velunteered to escort them to Cincinnati. 

At 10 o’clock the funeral services were held 
at the Hotel Weinmeister. Rev. C. M. Beck- 
with, rector of 8t. Luke’s cathedral, read the 
beautiful Episcopal burial service over the 
dead in the presence of a lar 
friends. The Atlanta club then bore the 
remains to the depot. Fully two thousand 
people lined Merictta and Pryor. streets and 
witnessed the solemn procession. 


The remains will reach Cinciunati thig | 


afternoon and will be interred tonidrrow. 

The coffin was covered with flowers sent by 
Mr. Henry W. Grady and other directors of 
the local club. 

The directors will continue the dead play- 
er’s salary to his family for the entire season. 
An exhibition game will be played in Atlanta 
soon for their benefit and doubtless similar 
tokens of respect will be paid in the other 
cities, whcse nines compose the Southern 
league. 

As soon as it was ascertained yesterday that 
Henke was seriously injured, it wes deter- 
mined to t 
and Nashville. Marr, who hed the fatal 
collision with Henke was one of his best 
friends. They used to play together before 
this season and knew each other intimately. 
Henke was a member of the Episcopal church. 
His last words were a message of love to 
his wife and baby. Lew Henke was 4 
noble fellow. The men who were ass0- 
ciated most intimately with him 
loved him and laid the tribute of their tears 
on his bier. He saw his duty to pley the 
geme to which he gave his life, and no man 
ever played it better or manlier than he.

PROHIBITION DOES PROEISBIT, 


4 Gratifymg Shewisg from Iowa Over a 
Kes ponsible Signature, 

Recently the high license press of Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati and other western cities have contained 
numerous articles to the effect that prohibition 
in Ohio ise failure. Some of these statements 
baye been reproduced in THs ConsrtruTion, and 
one of the results has been to draw forth the fol- 
lowing strong defense of prohibition from Mr. C, 
P. Dorland, a prominent citizen of Algona, whose 
visit to Atlanta last winter will be recollected by 
many of our citizens: 

HOW PROHIBITION WORKS IN IOWA.

If it can be shown tha} the prohibitory law is as 
effective as any otber criminal law it should not 
be conside a failure. Anti-prohibitionists 
seem to contend that so long as a single saloon 
remains open the whole law is a failure. 

It is worthy of consideration in this connection 
that it is only thirteen months since prohibition 
was adopied in this state, and before that time 
there was pot a single ey but had from one to 
two bund red saloons, there being in the state over 
4,600 public places in which intoxicating liquors 
could be boughtas a beverage. 

Iowa contains 99 camnties. I have before me 
reliable information from v0 of thosecounties and 
there are today open saloons in only six of them, 
and they contain large towns or cities with a large 
foreign population. 

Nope of the rural districts have saloons. 

The state Alliance, an organization for the en- 
forcement of the law, is obtaining evidence and 
preparing to presente the saloon keepers in all of 
our cities and towns, and this is a source of much 
uneasiness with the violators of the law,and many 
of them bave already quit the business, and from 
the advertisements of saloon property for sale and 
the small demand for such property, it does not 
leok to one acquainted with the facts that saloons 
are on the increase. 

Before the law went into effect we had eighty- 
six breweries, but today there is not one mantu- 
facturing beer or ale and sellingit within the state. 

This county had four saloons before July 4, 1884 
put we have none today and the same is true of 
every county im northern Iowa, excepting two 
river counties. 

Out of ninety counties heard from eighty«four 
have no open saleons, making } ohibition, within 
60 short a time, successful in over ni per cent 
of that pes ge F Can an equally favorable show- 
ing be made iorany other criminal lawin the 
whole code? 

Nearly every pewspaper outside of the state 
commenting on our law and its enforcement, pro 
nounce it a failure, and point tosome particular 
instance as authority.

THROUGH HIS HEAD 


A PROMINENT SOUTH CAROLINA 
LAWYER SENDSA BULLBET. 


7,0, Gaston, of Chester,S. 0., Vieite Atiente for the 
Purpose of Securing Medical Treatment—He 
Becomes Despondest and Slows Gis 
Brains Out—The Particulars, Btc, 


J. C. Gaston, 8 prominent attorney of Ches- 
ter, 5. C., suicided yesterday in a room in the 
Reid house, 155 Marietta street. . 

The suicide was deliberately planned and 
cooly executed. 

Gaston come to Atlanta about two weeks 
8go to receive medical treatment. For months 
past he has been in extremely bad health and 
his self-destruction was probably the result o; 
meptaljaberration brought!about by great pains 
to which he was subject. He was about 
thirty-eight years of age and, until a few years 
ago, enjoyed excellent health. Hewasa man 
of fine edu cation and was a hard student. His 


devotion to his profession and his apprecia- 
tion to his books 


WRECKED HIS HEALTH 

a few years ago. His constitution, which had 
always been rm gave way and his nervous 
system warracked. Like many persons who 
have forfeited their lives by overtaxing their 
energies, Gatton declined to take the necessary 
rest early in his distress, but continued to 
pursue his labors until he was almost a total 
wreck, physically and mentally. During all 
this time his friends tried to pursuade him to 
leave his office, but without success. A few 
months ago, however, Gaston gave out entire- 
ly and then his brother, Dr. J. McF. Gaston, 
of this city, was sent for. Dr. Gaston went to 
Chester, 8. C., and quickly discovered that his 
brother was an invalid for life and that the 
duration of his life was depen- 
dent upon careful nursing and close 
attention. The doctor gave his brother’s con- 
dition a careful study, and then decided to 
bring him to Atlanta where the best medical 
talent of the city could be devoted to him. He 
reached the city with his invalid brother 
about two weeks ago and conducted him to 
his residence and infirmary on Marietta street, 
near Bartow street. 

Seon after Gaston reached Atlante, Dr. 
Gaston secured a consultation with several of 
Atlanta’s leading physicians. They all de- 
cided that 

HIS CONDITION WAS QUITE SERIOUS, 

but expressed a hope that the invalid might 
be benefitted, a almost rescued. a 
was then put under a line of treatment which 
proved quite beneficial, and in less than a 
week a marked improvement was generally 
observed. At times however the patient 
would grow restless and forctold his death. 
He would remain awake at times all night, 
and then again would sleep’ soundly, 
from early bed time until late the next morn- 
ing. One day he would have a good appetite 
and on the next day he would eat nothing. 
His mentel condition would pulsate with the 
physical changes. He would believe one 
mipute that he was wing better and the 
next he would predict his early death. 
But during these periods of despondency he 
never threatened suicide. 

Within the last week Dr. Gaston was s0 
favorably impressed with the change in his 
brother’s condition that he wrote a letter to 
Mra. Gaston in Chester, telling her that the 
invalid was improving rapidly. This letter 
was 

SHOWN TO THE PATIENT 
before it was mailed, On Friday afternoon 
Gaston was driven out to the springs and on 
his way he exhibited a great deal of impa- 
tience at the slowness of the team he was 
raha, That evening at home he_appeared 
decidedly restless and his brother 
gave him a dose of medicine, soon after 


which he retired, e net a 
sleepless night, and about one o’clock called 
the doctor. Yesterday morning when he 


came from bis room he showed that he had 
lept but little. His appetite, however, was 
d, and he ate a h breakfast. After 
reakfast he sat about the house and wrote a 
letter or two. Then about noon he left the 
house. and went to the  postoffics. 
That was thelast Dr. Gaston or his aeity 
saw of theinvalid alive.

made up to kill himself, Before leaving the 
house he went to his room, opened his valise 
and dropped his watch and

WHERE HE DIED. 

About one o’clock a stranger entered the 
Reid house, 155 Marietta street—the old Chis- 
holm home—and asked fora week's board. 
This stranger wat J.C. Gaston, and his re- 
quest for board was granted. He had no lug- 
gege with him, but was shown to his room on 
the second floor. Soon after Gaston was 
shown to his room a servant was sent to it 
with a pitcher of water. When the servant 
entered the room Gaston was standing in the 
floor near the bed. He watched the servant 
as she deposited the pitcher on the stand and 
started out. When the girl reached the door 
she turned abour and asked : 

“Do you wish anything else?” 

“No, nothing else, Please get out quick; 
that’s all,” remarked Gaston, advancing to- 
wards the door. 

As the girl stepped out of the door Gaston 
closed it with a bang and instantly locked it. 
He then walked in front of the mirror, and 
pulling out a pistol placed the muzzle in his 
mouth and pulled the trigger. The report 
that ensued was heard throughout the house. 
Several ladies were stiting in the hallway be- 
low and heard the report. At the same time 
they heard 

SOMETHING FALL HEAVILY UPON THE FLOOR 
They were frightened and gave 
the alarm. Several gentlemen quickly as- 
cended the stairway, as they went up the 
smell of powder attracted them towards the 
room toe which the stranger had been shown, 
They attempted to enter the room but the 
door was locked. By stooping down and 
looking under the deor they could see the 
man |] ing on the floor.
